Speed regulations

1678 and the first accident ascrib- 
able to “too fast for conditions.” 
In Newport. R. I., a

run dow’n by a esquitrian 
and 
there was great public indigna­ 
tion. 
The outcry resulted in the 
colonial assembly writing on the 
statute books: 
“Whereas there was very lately 
in the town 
of 
Newport 
very 
greate hurt done to a small childe 
by reason of exceeding fast and 
hard riding of 
horses 
in 
said 
towne, this Assembly takcing the 
matter into their serious consid­ 
eration of being desirous for the 
future to prevent the 
like 
mis­ 
chief, doe ordain, et cetera, that 
from and after 
the 
publication 
hereof, if any person or persons 
shall presume to ride on either 
horse, mare or gelding, a gallup 
or to run speed—in the streets of 
Newport—said person 
shall 
for 
his offense pay into the Treasur­ 
er of said towne 5 
shillings 
in 
money on demand; 2 shillings of 
which shall be paid to any person 
or persons that shall give inform­ 
ation thereof and 
the 
other 
shillings to remain for the use of 
said towne.” 
Even earlier there was a speed 
law in Boston, where congestion 
was still greater, and 
there 
the 
city fathers ordained: 
“Whereas great 
inconveniences 
may accrew to the towne and in­ 
habitants thereof, especially chil 
dren, by persons irregular riding 
irough the streets of the towne, 
id galloping. 
It is 
therefore- 
ordered that if any persons shall 
bee seeme to gallop through any 
streete of the towne 
after 
this 
day except upon days of military 
exercise, or 
any 
extraordinary 
case require, every such 
person 
shall pay two shillings, six pense, 
for every default, the one halfe to 
come to the towne, to bee paid to 
the Treasurer then being, and the 
other halfe to the informer; and 
it shall be lawful for any person

rider till the said tine bee paid as 
aforesaid.

The exhibits from the«Tomb of 
Tutankham un in the great Egyp­ 
tian Museum attract more atten­ 
tion than all 
others 
combined. 
Most visitors go directly to 
the 
Tutankham un halls and 
it 
ap­ 
pears that they pay little 
atten­ 
tion to the others. 
These objects, 
more than 2000 in number, count­ 
ing a tray of rings as one and a 
tray of scarabs as one, are 
as­ 
sembled in three great halls 
on 
the second floor. 
I estimated one 
of these halls to be 250 feet long 
and 30 feet wide. 
The other two 
are large. 
The Tutankhamun 
tomb 
was 
discovered in 1922. 
The 
cham­ 
bers were literally packed 
with 
furniture, chariots, semi-precious 
stones, jewels, objects made

gold, etc. 
The 
sealed 
doorway 
was guarded by

coffin No. 1. N um bers 3 and 4 are 
still in the tomb. T he four shrines 
consist of great 
wooden 
boxes, 
covered with gold. 
One telescop­ 
ed into another.

last 
and 
largest of these gilded boxes re ­ 
minds me of one end of a railroad 
refrigerator car cut in two at the 
center. 
Large doors with staple 
and pin fasteners enclose it. 
While the sarcophagus is 
still 
in the Valley of the Kings, almost 
an exact duplicate of it is here in 
the museum. 
It 
contained 
the 
body of King Eye (or Ay), of the 
18th 
dynasty, 
who 
succeeded 
T utankham un. 
It is hewn out of 
one block of beautiful pink g ra n ­ 
ite. 
Four goddesses, one at each 
corner, stretch out their winged 
arm s to protect the body 
placed 
under their care. 
Here are 10 gold 
finger 
stalls 
which covered the fingers of 
the 
king, in death, and 10 gold 
toe 
stalls which covered his toes. Also 
gold bands which 
were 
wound 
about his dead 
body. 
A 
royal 
diadem of gold rested on the head 
of the m um m y. 
It is form ed by 
a plain gold band, decorated with 
gold rostettes inlaid 
with 
car- 
nelian. 
Five chariots, decorated in gold, 
are set up and ready for service. 
The tongue and yoke are in posi­ 
tion, all ready for the horses 
to 
step 
in. 
One 
gilded 
body 
is 
adorned with designs 
in 
relief 
and inlaid with bands of 
poly­ 
chrom e glass. 
In the m iddle are 
the nam es of the king and queen, 
protected by a falcon w ith 
o u t­ 
spread wings. 
Another body also 
carries the nam es of 
the 
royal 
couple. 
T he designs on the floor 
represent prisoners, Negroes and 
Asiatics, w hom the 
king, 
as 
a 
sphinx, treads beneath his 
feet. 
At the back of the chariot are two 
faces of the god, Bes. 
Five fantastic animals 
support 
three couches. 
These animals, so 
often pictured, have long slender 
bodies and long slight legs, 
and 
stand about five feet 
high. 
The 
heads of one pair suggest both the 
hippopotafrms and the 
crocodile. 
The teeth and tongue are of ivory; 
tongues painted a bright red. The 
mouths are open wide, and 
the 
tongues protrude. The purpose of 
these anim als was to 
keep

spirits away. 
If spirits are an y ­ 
thing like panicky Negroes, these
